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From the Executive President 


Fellow Kadelpians: 
A YEAR HAS passed since you entrusted 
the affairs of the Society to the pres- 
ent Executive Council. It has been a busy 
year for the members of the Executive 
Council and for Dr, Williams and the staff 
at Tiffin. We want to share with you some 
news of the things that have taken place. 

I shall not go into detail about these mat- 
ters in this message, because you will read 
about most of them in other sections of this 
supplement and in communications from 
other national officers from time to time. 

In a previous message to you last Sep- 
tember, your president reported the activi- 
ties of your national officers over the sum- 
mer. 

Among the matters that had been press- 
ing over the summer was the securing of a 
new publisher for the annual lecture series. 
That task has now been accomplished, The 
Society has entered into an agreement with 
the Ohio State University Press to publish 
the annual lecture. Dr. Williams is still 
negotiating regarding other publishing ar- 
rangements. 

Dr. I. L. Kandel is at work on the bi- 
ography of Dr. William Bagley and Dr. 
Williams has undertaken the History of the 
Society for the first fifty years with emphasis 
on the second twenty-five years, The man- 


uscript of the second Fellow, Dr. Franklin 
Parker, is in preparation for publication. It 
tells of Dr. Parker’s study of “African De- 


velopment and Education in Southern Rho- 


desia.” 

Important committees of the Society au- 
thorized by the twenty-first Convocation in 
Chicago, March 1958, have been appointed 
and are at work. I want to thank quite a 
number of you who have so willingly as- 
sumed these committee responsibilities. 

Five new Laureates have been named 
for the 1959 class. All of them accepted 
very graciously. As members of the Society 
it can well give you a feeling of pride to 
know that people who have distinguished 
themselves by their efforts and accomplish- 
ments in and for education appreciate 
Kappa Delta Pi’s desire to honor them by 
electing them to membership in the Laure- 
ate Chapter. 

The names of the new Laureates with 
brief biographical notes about them appear 
in another section of this supplement. 

The 1959 Annual Lecture in Chicago 
last February 14 was an outstanding affair 
of the year. Dr. Ernest O. Melby delivered 
the lecture. The title of his book is Educa- 
tion for a Renewed Faith in Freedom. It is 
a much needed reaffirmation of the liberal 
point of view in education. Copies may be 
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ordered either from the national office or 
from the publisher, the Ohio State Univer- 
sity Press, Columbus, Ohio. 

Many of you directly and others through 
representatives of your chapters have par- 
ticipated in regional conferences this year. 
The reports that we have had from your 
Executive Counselor, Dr. Vickery, and 
others have been very gratifying. 

In addition to the new chapters installed 
last spring there have been four more instal- 
lations. Theta Omega Chapter was in- 
stalled by Dr. Vickery at Oachita Baptist 
College, Arkadelphia, Arkansas on Octo- 
ber 27, 1958. Iota Alpha Chapter was in- 
stalled by Dr. Florence Stratemeyer at 
Hunter College, New York City on De- 
cember 3, 1958. Santa Barbara Alumni 
Chapter was installed by your president on 
December 11, 1958. Iota Beta Chapter 
was installed by Dr. Vickery at Mississippi 
College, Clinton, Mississippi on January 
17, 1959- 

Two other chapters have been approved 
and three other petitions are in their final 
stages for action this spring. 

All these matters of applications for 
chapters are handled by the Executive First 
Vice President. They involve a great deal 
of work. You may be quite sure that Dr. 
Ryder has had a very busy year. 

All of you have heard from your Stu- 
dent Counselor, Miss Virginia Annakin, 
and many of you have seen and heard her 
at Regional Conferences. Her work in 
visiting and being on the programs of the 
conferences has been greatly appreciated 
by the Council and by members who have 
seen and met her. 

We were very sorry that Miss Annakin 
was ill on her visit to the Regional Con- 
ference at Fresno in March, but are happy 


to report that she recovered speedily, and 
resumed her work at school and for the 
Society. 

Many of you have profited from coun- 
selling with Dr, Read over chapter pro- 
grams and activities. He has continued to be 
busy with the problem of recommending to 
the Society a site for the permanent home. 
You will probably hear from him on this 
matter late in the spring. 

Dr. McCracken has continued to meet 
with the Council to provide us with his 
counsel which is rich with many years of 
devotion to the Society. 

It has been great pleasure and profit to 
have the presence, interest, and sound 
judgment of the Laureate Counselor, Dr. 
Henry Hill, in the meetings of the Execu- 
tive Council. 

A part of the work of the President is 
that of endeavoring to get inactive chapters 
to reactivate. It is with a great deal of 
pleasure that I can report the reactivation 
of Eta Epsilon Chapter, at McMurray Col- 
lege, Abilene, Texas. They initiated a good 
number and are off to a good new start. 
We hope in the near future to report other 
reactivations among the few chapters where 
there have been no students initiated for a 
year or longer. 

All in all it has been a busy and fruitful 
year for the Society. Again, let me thank 
you for all the members of the Executive 
Council for the trust and honor in your 
placing the affairs of the Society in our 
hands. We have endeavored to carry 
through the mandates of the Convocation 
and shall report to you from time to time 
how the various activities and interests of 
the Society are progsessing.

A’ THE emotional impact of Sputnik on 
American thinking subsides, and a 
saner intellectual approach to educational 
affairs becomes current, the torrent of 
criticism of teaching and schools, much of 
it irresponsible, will also disappear. In fact, 
much of it is already being tempered. 

One good result of the attacks is the 
increased attention being given to improv- 
ing our schools, and the public will become 
increasingly appreciative of their great mis- 
sion in contributing to our social and intel- 
lectual life. An era of great expansion and 
improvement impends. Typical is the grant 
of $9,161,210 by the Ford Foundation to 
nine institutions, among them University 
of Chicago, Harvard University, Duke 
University, George Peabody College for 
Teachers and Barnard College, in all of 
which experimental programs in teacher 
education will be pursued in a “break- 
through in teacher education.” 

Kappa Delta Pi has as its purpose “to 
encourage high professional, intellectual 
and personal standards.” It invites to mem- 
bership persons of worthy educational ideals 
and sound scholarship. It endeavors to 
maintain high professional growth in_ its 
members. Election to membership in it is 
in itself an honor bestowed on those who 
have achieved in their educational growth. 

Organizationally, each chapter is ex- 
pected to have a series of educational pro- 


grams throughout the year; regional con- 
ferences are held by groups of chapters; 
national luncheons or dinners are held an- 
nually at which a scholar of national and 
international recognition gives the address, 
which in expanded form is published as a 
volume in the Kappa Delta Pi Lecture 
Series (now in its thirty-second year); the 
International Education Monograph series 
(now beginning its fourth year) through 
which a generous grant assists a scholar 
chosen by competition to study abroad for 
an academic year as the foundation for 
writing a monograph. ‘THE EDUCATIONAL 
ForuM, a professional journal with a cir- 
culation of 21,500 in the United States and 
abroad, is now concluding its twenty-third 
volume, The Society has in preparation a 
biography of William C. Bagley, faculty 
founder of the Society, a leading proponent 
of professional and scholarly education of 
teachers. 

Perhaps the greatest service of the So- 
ciety is in arousing in its members its ideals 
through which thousands of children are 
being stimulated to high achievement. Since 
its founding in 1911, 148,000 have become 
members of the Society and thousands each 
year instruct American youth. It has served 
American education for forty-eight years, 
challenging the profession of teaching to 
high standards,

ted HAs been decided by the Executive 

Council that the Kappa Delta Pi’s Con- 
vocation of 1960 will be held at the Shore- 
land Hotel, South Shore Drive, Chicago, 
Illinois, on March 10, 11 and 12.

Recently he spent a 
year in Brazil on a Unesco appointment 
as Co-Director of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment Center for Educational Research, He 
will deliver an important address.

subscriber to find what the new address is. 

The Executive Council has passed action 
to the effect that when a subscriber fails to 
notify us of the change of address he will 
be charged twenty-five (25) cents for each 
issue which must be remailed. In the future 
changes of address must be received in our 
office before the fifteenth of the month 
prior to publication, This ruling will take 
effect beginning with changes of address 
involved in mailing the November 1959 
issue.

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Elections to The 


ne YEAR members who attend the 
annual luncheon or dinner of the So- 
ciety await with great interest’ the an- 
nouncement of elections to the distinguished 
Laureate chapter, whose total is now 
limited to a maximum of sixty. Five were 
elected to membership this year; one mem- 
ber passed away, leaving a total of 52 living 
Laureate members. Fifty-one are deceased. 
Those whose elections were announced at 
the annal luncheon at Chicago this year 
are: Dr. Arthur Stanton Adams, Dr. John 
L. Childs, Dr. Lawrence G. Derthick, Dr. 
Willard E. Goslin, and Dr. Dora V. Smith. 

Dr. Adams is President of the American 
Council on Education. He is a graduate of 
the U. S. Naval Academy, the U. S. Sub- 
marine School, and the University of Cali- 
fornia (Berkeley) and received his doctor- 
ate at the Colorado School of Mines where 
he specialized in Physics and Metallurgy. 
He taught in private and public secondary 
schools in Denver. He served as a faculty 
member and administrative officer at the 
Colorado School of Mines and at Cornell 
University where he was Provost. Prior to 
assuming the presidency of the American 
Council on Education in 1951 he was 
President of the University of New Hamp- 
shire. He holds honorary doctorates from 
twenty-four American universities. He is a 
member of many leading professional as- 
sociations and is a past president of the 
American Association of Land-Grant Col- 
leges and Universities. During World War 
II he was honored for his service in the 
U. S. Navy and received the citation of the 
Legion of Merit, the citation stating in part 
“you were a central figure in planning and 
administering the Navy U-12 program, 
under which more than 150,000 officer 
candidates were enrolled in colleges and

universities and more than 50,000 were 
qualified for commissions during the war 
. . . you also laid the solid foundation for a 
peacetime officer training program which 
will uphold the highest traditions of the 
Naval service for many years to come.” 
Dr. John L. Childs, Professor Emeritus, 
Teachers College, Columbia University, at- 
tended public schools in Eau Claire, Wiscon- 
sin. He received his M.A. and Ph.D. degrees 
from Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity. From 1911 to 1927 he was in national 
Y.M.C.A. work, till 1916 as Graduate 
Secretary, National Student Department, 
Y.M.C.A., and then Foreign Secretary, 
National Council, Y.M.C.A,. at Peking, 
China. From 1928 to 1954 he was Profes- 
sor of Philosophy of Education at Teach- 
ers College, Columbia University. Retiring 
from that position in 1954, he has been a 
visiting professor at the University of Wis- 
consin, the University of Michigan and the

University of Illinois, where he teaches dur- 
ing the Spring session, 1959. 

He is the author of Education and the 
Philosophy of Experimentalism, Education 
and Morals, American Pragmatism and 
Education, Education and Social Change, 
The Public School and Spiritual Values, 
Education in an Age of Anxiety, and The 
Philosophy of John Dewey. He is co- 
author of several others. 

He received the Nicholas Murray Butler 
medal for Work of Distinction in Philos- 
ophy of Education, the William Heard Kil- 
patrick Award for work in the Philosophy 
of Education, and the Wayne State Uni- 
versity 1957 award for leadership in Public 
Education. 

During the period, 1944 to 1948, Dr. 
Childs was chairman of the Liberal Party 
of the State of New York. He is now on 
the Executive Board of the League for In- 
dustrial Democracy. At a luncheon of the 
League on April 4, 1959, which com- 
memorated the 1ooth anniversary of the 
birth of John Dewey, he was presented 


with a citation for Distinguished Service 
to Democracy. 

Dr. Lawrence G. Derthick, U. S$. Com- 
missioner of Education, in the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, Wash- 
ington, D.C. is the third Laureate member 
elected. Dr. Derthick received his educa- 
tion at Milligan College, the University of 
Tennessee, George Peabody College for 
Teachers, and Teachers College, Columbia 
University. Prior to his appointment as 
U. S. Commissioner of Education, he was 
a teacher and principal in secondary schools, 
assistant superintendent of schools in 
charge of instruction in Nashville, Tennes- 
see, and Superintendent of Schools in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. On leave of ab- 
sence during 1948-49, he was Chief of the 
Education Branch of the Office of Military 
Government for Bavaria. 

He is a member of the U. S. National 
Commission for Unesco; and a member of 
the Fulbright Board of Foreign Scholar- 
ships. In 1958 he was chairman of the 
U. S. Office of Education Team to study

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the Schools of the Soviet Union under the 
Cultural Exchange Agreement. 

He has been an advisor to and a mem- 
ber of the National Policies Commission; 
is a past president of the American Associa- 
tion of School Administrators, and of the 
Tennessee Education Association, He has 
served as a member of many other pro- 
fessional and related social service groups. 
He is a member of the Committee on So- 
cial Service of the Boy Scouts of America 
and the Advisory Committee on School Re- 
lations of the Girl Scouts of America. 

Dr, Willard E. Goslin, Professor of Ed- 
ucation and Coordinator, Korean Project, 
is a member of the staff of George Peabody 
College for Teachers. He has had a rich 
education experience as a teacher, principal 
and school administrator. He was superin- 
tendent of schools in Webster Groves (Mis- 
souri), Minneapolis and Pasadena. During 
the last three years he has been Chief Ad- 
visor of the Ministry of Education, Repub- 
lic of Korea, 

He is a past president of the Missouri

State Teachers Association, In 1948-49 he 
was President of the American Association 
of School Administrators, He was chairman 
of the 1945 Yearbook of the AASA, Paths 
to Better Schools, and of the 1947 Year- 
book of the Association for Supervision and 
Curriculum Development, Organizing the 
Elementary School for Living and Learn- 
ing. 

From 1951-56 he was chairman of the 
Division of Educational Administration and 
Community Development at George Pea- 
body College for Teachers. He has been 
deeply interested in the school as a force in 
personal development and social relation- 
ships. He has served as an advisor in educa- 
tion and human relationships in England, 
France, Germany, Spain, Italy, Switzer- 
land, Belgium, Luxemburg and Denmark. 
He was chairman of the Conference on Hu- 
man Relationships sponsored by the Inter- 
national Council of Christians and Jews in 
Seelisburg, Switzerland in August, 1947. 

He traveled extensively in most parts of 
the world “in an attempt to better under- 
stand the struggles of the common man in 
his quest for freedom, justice and a decent 
standard of living.” 

He taught in summer sessions of Wash- 
ington University, Northwestern Univer- 
sity, University of Montana, University of 
Oregon and Stanford University. 

His interests have been wide. He was on 
the Board of Governors of the American 
National Red Cross and a member of the 
National Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America, He was also a member of the 
United States National Commission for 
Unesco and of the Educational Policies 
Commission of the NEA. He was also on 
the National Committee on Conservation 
Education of the Isaac Walton League, and 
shared in numerous civic projects, both local 
and national, 

Dr. Dora V. Smith, Professor Emeritus 
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of Education at the University of Minne- 
sota (retiring last June) received her B.A., 
M.A., and Ph.D. degrees from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. She has taught in a 
Minnesota high school, the University High 
School of the University of Minnesota, St. 
George’s College, London, England and 
Lincoln School, ‘Teachers College, Colum- 
bia University. She was a member of 
the faculty of the University of Minnesota 
from 1929 till her retirement last June. She 
has taught in summer sessions of Columbia 
University, University of West Virginia,

University of California (Berkeley) and 
the University of Hawaii, She has been a 
frequent lecturer at meetings of the state 
education association, 

In 1936-37 she was President of the 
National Council of Teachers of English 
and the following year filled a similar posi- 
tion in the National Conference for Re- 
search in English. Since 1946 she has been 
Director of the Curriculum Commission 
of the National Council of Teachers of 
English. Beginning in 1949 she has been a 
member of the Advisory Committee on 
Secondary Education to the U. S. Office 
of Education. 

Among her publications are Reading and 
Literature, Junior High School Literature 
Books (1928), Teaching English in the 
Junior High Schools, and Evaluating In- 
struction in Elementary School English and 
Evaluating Instruction in Secondary School 
English (both of which were 1937 volumes 
in the New York Regents’ inquiry). 

She has been a frequent contributor to 
the English Journal, the School Review, 
the Elementary English Review, the Re- 
view of Educational Research. The Minne- 
sota Women’s Clubs have elected her 
Minnesota Teacher of the Year. 

In 1955 she was the lecturer in the 
Kappa Delta Pi Lecture series, printed 
under the title, Communication: The 


Miracle of Shared Living.

Passows enjoyed a two-weeks vacation in 
Paris. Dr. Passow has been visiting the 
various types of English schools including 
two comprehensive schools, some secondary 
modern schools, some grammar schools and 
additional public schools. In his preliminary 
report he discusses the infant schools, the 
curriculum of the junior high school, and 
other forms of programization. 

He discusses the conflict now going on 
about the question of comprehensive schools, 
which the Labor Party favors, and the 
“single stream” schools which are sponsored 
by the Conservative Party. The educational 
interests of the country are divided on this 
subject and it is a major political and social 
issue. The “school tie” is a serious matter 
of controversy. Dr. Passow is also looking 
into the matter of examinations in English 
education, In his monograph he will discuss 
the present state of methodology. During 
his stay abroad he has participated in a com- 
parative education tour of Austria, 

He and his family also are finding the 
year in the London area one productive of 
cultural growth, 

As this Series is expanding it is evident 
that the materials being collected will be a 
useful supplement to other publications and 
activities in the field of comparative educa- 
tion.

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Program Suggestions

HEN TO plan the program for the 

year seems to be one of the problems 
facing the majority of chapters. Many pre- 
fer to wait until late September or early 
October so that those who will be active in 
the Society throughout the year can deter- 
mine their own program. Another argu- 
ment favoring this procedure is that many 
worthwhile events, activities, and resources 
are not known until the fall semester begins. 
Hence the Society can relate its activities to 
them or take advantage of them for actual 
programs. For small chapters, this method 
of program planning appears to work suc- 
cessfully. 

A program committee is often utilized, 
although a few chapters follow the practice 
of devoting the first meeting of the year to 
planning the year’s program. When this is 
done the meeting is largely an informal get- 
together to renew friendships of the pre- 
vious year and to hammer out the program 
for the academic year. It is possible for the 
officers of the chapter to serve as the execu- 
tive committee for program planning. Still 
another way to plan programs is to outline 
what is wanted for the October, November, 
and December meetings but wait until late 
November to complete the outline for the 
year. This procedure is less satisfactory for 
the large chapters. Programs that are com- 
pleted in May of the preceding school year 
by a program committee seem better suited 
to societies on university campuses. 

More and more chapters use a pledge 
service as a means of acquainting the pledges 
with the purposes of Kappa Delta Pi, its 
history, activities, and present status. The 
Constitution and By-Laws are given to 
each person who is invited to membership. 


This is studied prior to the pledging. A 
panel of students and faculty examine the 
pledges over this material on one of the 
meeting nights. This is followed by the 
pledge service and the pinning of pledge 
ribbons. A reception or party is often 
planned as a means of getting the new 
people acquainted. Another procedure is to 
have one member or a panel describe the 
history and activities of Kappa Delta Pi. 
A few chapters report that pledges are often 
asked to read one or more articles in THE 
EpucaTIONAL Forum and these are dis- 
cussed at a monthly meeting. The smaller 
chapters have each pledge sponsored by an 
active. Keeping pledges over several meet- 
ings often takes care of the attendance prob- 
lem and gets the new members sufficiently 
acquainted with the regular members so as 
to develop stronger chapter ties. 

Almost all of the chapters are concerned 
about keeping the alumni active. An annual 
Kappa Delta Pi luncheon at the state or 
regional education association meeting is 
frequently reported. A luncheon or break- 
fast at Homecoming is very popular. Where 
alumni live near institutional chapters, an 
effort is made to keep them active by in- 
viting them to each meeting. Some chapters 
have a panel of its alumni who are no longer 
teaching. The subjects are: “Why We Left 
Teaching,” “Things About Teaching They 
Never Told Us,” and “I Am Still Un- 
happy at My Work.” 

More and more chapters have a news- 
letter which is sent to all active members 
on and off campus. These letters usually 
contain reminders about forthcoming pro- 
grams, exerpts from letters received, notices 
of teaching vacancies, scholarships and fel- 
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lowships that are available, and teaching op- 
portunities abroad. Where there is a news- 
letter there is a tendency to retain more 
alumni members as actives. Many chapters 
have a large bulletin board which is ar- 
ranged each week. Especially popular are 
yearbooks to celebrate the anniversary year 
of the chapter, 

The problem of competition for attend- 
ance because of the many organizations 
on campus is a very real one, Activities are 
frequently conceived and 
undertaken with other honoraries
